The Osaka paper,’ indeed, is bold 
enough to declare that in. view of 
the liberal attitude which has been 
taken by Great<Britain in its deql- 
ings with China, a re-casting of 
Japan’s policy is an essential pre- 
liminary’ to ‘closer Anglo-Japanese 
‘relations. ~ : : : 
It will be remembered that some 
weeks ago there were rumours, about 
an understanding between Great 
Britain and Japan. . Theso, reports 
varied in degree from a vague sort 
of: entente to 2 ‘definite tevival of 
the. Anglo-Japanese Alliance, ‘but. 
| there was no truth in. any of the 
reports. “Another alliance is . ob- 
viously. impossible, but there is in 
Japan a feeling that the ‘present 
position of that country is one of 
isolation in’. regard to Chinese 
affairs, and.the‘feeling is a decided- 
ly uncom fortabe-gnie. Japan is not 
altogether satisfied’ by the assurance 
that “although the letter of the 
Anglo-Japanese - Alliance” is dead, 
the spirit of that compact stil] lives. 
Reference to this matter. was made 
recentiy by a member of the 


Japanese Embassy in London dur- 


ing a public fecture'on Japan’s 
position in the Far East. Mr. 
Sanuzi, the Chargé d’Affaires, dee 
cribed Manchuria as the key tothe’ 
eccurity of Japan and to the peace 
and stability of the Far Enst, As 
the keystone of the defensive. policy 
of Japan, strategically and poli- 
tically, Manchuria is of even greater 
importance to her. than ,it is to 
China. This docs not’ mean that 
Japan has territorial, ambitions 
there, or has any intention of estab- 
lishing ‘2 protectorate.. Bhe desires 
that . the ‘territory. shal! remain 
under Chinese sovereignty, but in- 
sist that peace and good order shall 
be preserved, so that both: Chincao 
and forcignera, "in rtrict conformity 


ae 


winds, |

with the principle of tho open door 
and- of‘ equal opportunity, may 
reside there in peace and prosecute 
their. lawful occupations without: 
interference’ or disturbance. Geo- 
graphically and politically Japan 
occupies in the Far'East a position 
similar to that of Great Britain in 
the Wost: Like Great ‘Britain in 
the West, Japan is the strong 
stabilising clement in tho East. It 
Naturally follows that. the main 
purpese of Japan's policy in tho 
Far East, like that of Groat Britain 
in the West, is the maintenance of 
peace and the ordered’ progress of 
mankind, and her fixed deter- 
mination to persist in that purpose 
has been made plain to all the 
world, Mr.S Sasvrr concluded by’ 
saying that Japan believes that the 
spirit of peace which always animat- 
ed the <Anglo-Japariese . Alliance 
should, Jive on to animate and to 
render effective. the wider under- 
standing that replaced it as the 
guarantee of pence in the Far East. 
Unfortunately, as the Osaka Asahi 
frankly admits, Japan’s policy in 
and towards China has not been— 
and is not now—quite in line with 
the attitude taken by Great Britain. 
Two months ago Sir Austen Cam: 
BERLAIN told the House of Commons 
that the British and Japanese Gov- 
ernments had informally agreed to 
establish close contact between their 
respective Ministers.in Peping, who 
would te thus able to inform~their 
Governments of “current develop- 
ments in regard to various prob- 
lems, “and be in a position to 
consider whether a common course 
of action would deairable.”” If such: 
co-operation were not ‘desired, the 
frank ,exchange of views between 
the. Miniatera ia” Peping would 
enable them to understand and ex- 
plain the reason for not, deciding 
on common ‘action. -Sir Austen 
CHAMBERLAIN'S statement put an end 
to the rumours of another Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance, and’ made it 
clear that nothing more than friend- 
ly co-operation was to be expected 
if and when a common course of 
action. were desirable. But it is not 
on very many points that Britain 
and Japan can act ~ together ‘in 
China, Even when the avowed 
aims are identical, Great Britain 
is in a “pesition to come to a de 
cision and to take action,” more 
‘promptly than is Japan. This is 
not altogether the fault ‘of ‘the 
presert TANAKA Ministry, which 
} succeeded ta a legacy of commit- 
ments .reached by diplomacy . and 
intrigue during a long period “of 
Fears which will take much time 
and patience to disentangle. ‘. . 
.. Just what the policy of the 
Tanaka Government is nobody seems 
to’ know. Sometimes’ it appears 
that the Premier’s military train- 
| ing predisposes him to favour the 
“ firm hand ’? method; then sudden- 
ly he.secms to favour a friendly 
policy of conciliation—to forgive 
and forget. «Then, seemingly in 
despair at over reaching any under- 
sanding by ordinary diplomatic 
means, he sends an unofficin! envoy 
to China, Mr. Tokonami,~an act 
which was ‘strongly criticised last 
month by the Japanese Press. , The 
fact was’ recalled that a former 
Premier, Count Terancut (also a 
milifary. man) once. sent a man 
named Nisit1Hana to China, and the 
| notorious loans asranged ty that. 
gentleman are to-day’the subject of 
bitter’ contraversy between the Chi- 
nese and Japanese Governments. 
When Mr. Toxonami wos in Nan- 
king last month, he was entertained 
at a banquet by General Curaxa 
Kat Suex, and in exprissing thanks 
for hie friendly reception the un- 
oficial Japanese: envoy made .a 
significant remark. He said that in 
China, as in Japan at the Restora- 
tion, it was the young men. who 
were doing the work of national 
reconstruction. ‘‘The Japanese 
stateamen now in office are mostly 
old men, and the ‘difference in. age 
is perhaps one of the causes of the 
frequent clashes of opinion, that 
‘occur between your statesmen and 
ours. I feel that we must co-operate 
wjth you in’ trying: to" understand 
the sentiments of . the younger 
people.” To what extent Mr. 
TokoNAMi was expressing the views 
of, Baron Taxaxa_only they them- 
aclyes know, but Britain’s attitude 
towards. China certainly shows sym- 
pathy for the sentiments of those 
‘younger people’? whom the un- 
official” Japanese envoy praised at. 
Nanking. Ifthe policy of" the 
Tokyo. Government is. framed on 
similar lines, ‘Anglo-Japancse. co- 
operation will be not only possible 
but casy, nor need it raise appre- 
hension either in Nanking or Wash- 
ington. The closo contact referred 
to by Sir Austen CHAMBERLAIN 
should have ‘many favourable reac- 
tions. It should allay Japaneat 
fears of isolation, and of. Anglo- 
American: opposition to Japan’s 
legitimate claims It should pro- 
vide means for avoiding friction 
arising from commercial rivalries; 
it should afford opportunity to 
warn Japan quietly but earnestly 
of the-consequences of ‘a’ policy 
which ..persiste. either -in ignoring 
or irritating those '‘ young men ” in 
Nanking whom Mr, ToKoNAMI’ so 
warmly admires. ‘After many 
delays, it scems that Sino-Jopancee 
relations have improved to a degree 
which warrants tho hope of a com- 
plete understanding being. reached 
very shortly. Tho Japanese Minister 
to China has returned to*Shanghai, 
and will-be in Nanking before the 
British Ambaseador in Tokyo takes 
his seat with the Osaka businem- 
men at their banquet noxt Friday. 
Tt may be. that the Ambassador will 
thea have occasion to congratulate 
his hosts upon Japan having token 
‘a step which will ‘make Anglo- 
Japanese co-operation in China not 
ut désirable. + «
